Probabilities in Ohio. 


Ohio was a Eepublioan state by a 


majority of 34,268 over all opposi- 
tion in 1872, a majority of 2,747 in 
1876, and a majority of 21,155 in 
1880. 
The Republican majority in 


October, 1872, was 14,055; in Octo- 
ber, 1870, it was 4,773; nnd In Oc 
tober, 1880, it was 9,404. The av- 
erage ^Republican (October) majority 
for tho throe Presidential vears is 
U.400. 
, " 


In 1872 tho heavy Republican ma- 


jority was when the Democrats nom- 
inated a candidate for President at 
the dictation of the Liberal .Repub- 
licans. In 1873, when the Demo- 
crats nominated that old representa- 
tive Democrat, William Allen, for 
Governor, they carried tho state by 
the small plurality of 80S. 
But tho 


entire opposition vote was 223,747, 
and as a matter of fact the Demo- 
crats were iu a minority by 9,122. 
In 1874 the Democratic candidate 
for Secretary of State was elected by 
a plurality of 17,202, and by a ma- 
jority of 9,387. 


The State, on the heavy vote of 


thatyear, seemed Democratic, but in 
1875 the Republicans made a strong 
effort and elected Hayes Governor by 
a plurality of 7,510, and an absolute 
majority of 2,747. In 1878 tho Re- 
publicans elected their candidate, 
but did not have a majority ovor all 
opposition. In 1879, however, the 
Republicans had a plurality of 17,- 
000, and a positive majority of 3,- 
852. 


In the tidal-wave year of 1882 


Ohio again fell out of Republican 
line, the Democrats having a major- 
ity of 1,559. In 1883, in a total 
vote of 718,268, the Democrats had 
a majority of 1,318. 
This year 


with National issues in tho fore- 
ground, the State ought to bo Re- 
publican by as large a majority as 
that given in 1876. 
Tho possibility 


is that it -will reach the iignres of 
1880, 
bnt tho probabilities favor 


what may bo called tho average Re- 
publican, majority of 9,400. A major- 
ity ds large an that, of Hayes in 1870 
will be a great victory; a majority ns 
large as that given in October, 1880, 
will murk a great reaction.

Toe flnt of the series of monthly recitals of 


the Decatur Musical College was given lost 
evening by tbe faculty of the college Dofore a 
select musical audience composed of pupils 
and their pareate. 


At promptly eight o'clock tho beautiful and 


ample rooms of tbe college being well filled 
with invited guests, the programme was at 
once announced. As Beethoven had been 
chosen as the subject of tho evening, the nrst 
numbor on the programme was very appropri- 
ately a lecture on the groat master by Miss 
Clara Krwln, teacher of harmony In the Insti- 
tution. Tho subject matter evinced a careful 
preparation of details and a deep and thorough 
knowledge of the author's work. It was a lit- 
erary production throughout and displayed 
tho writer's skill In sketching the ilfo and la- 
bors of a groat composer In such a manner as 
to entertain a critical audience. Tbo ambition 
of this young teacher should certainly be en- 
couraged, and In coming as she did before 
luoh an audience to act for tbo flrst time la 
such a capacity she has solicited Indeed tho 
honor ond respect of all who may know her In 
her new position. 


This was Immediately followed by a musical 


programme made up of selections from tho 
works of Beethovon. The flrat numbor was a 
piano and violin production, by Miss Hitchcock 
and Prof. Bull. Fart first, tbe .adaglo, was a 
moat touching and beautiful movement. Both 
performers were not only well acquainted with 
their Individual parts but harmonized their 
efforts in such a way as to call forth tho beau- 
ties of the tjwo instruments. Tho second part, 
theme oon varlazlonl, was a fine display of 
difficult playing and woa most highly appreci- 
ated. 


The second number was selected as a fair 


type of the composer's efforts In tho great 
school of the piano forte. Two movements of 
the Sonata Pathotlquo were rendered by Ulss 
Hitchcock in her most admirable style, show- 
Ing not only the fitness of the selection Itself 
but also tho performer's adaptability to tbo 
subject Miss Hitchcock's touch may bo said 
to be of that peculiar nature adapted to the 
rendition of this master of the Sonatas. Her 
details aro always finely finished. Tho most 
difficult passages are always chauioterlzod by 
smoothness, and In thlg effort she displayed 
her talents to advantage and to tho e\ Wont 
satisfaction of all her friends. 


The third number was Kodo's celebrated air 


with variations, sung by Mrs. s. D. Oakos. 
This extremely difficult composition was ren- 
dered in fine style showing that hard and pa- 
tient practice will overcome difficulties at Hrst 
apparently Impossible to surmount. 
Mrs. 


Oakeg hat been with ug now about a year and 
those who had the opportunity to hear her 
last night received a rare treat. She res- 
ponded to hor encore with "Tbo Bay of Dub- 
lin" sung to the air of The Last Rose of Sum- 
mer; this being sung In English was thoroughly 
appreciated. It is as rare as It li delightful to 
hear a song sung so that tho words can be un- 
derstood, but Mrs. Oakcs has this art to per- 
fection. 


Number four was a violin solo by Prof. 


Bull, who seemed to be In tho best of spirits, 
and oapableof presenting In his own enviable, 
original style, one of the greatest concertos 
ever written for the violin. Too much could 
not be said of this performance. His audience 
could simply listen and admire. It was a most 
carefully studied rendering yet played as 
though It were played from his own feelings. 


The cadenza Introduced abounding In diffi- 


cult passages and complicated bearings was 
played with great skill and exactness. 


Next to the last was another piano solo by 


Miss Hitchcock, who presented tbs ever to bo 
remembered passages of the "Moonlight Son- 
ata," In all their exquisite wealth of harmony 
and expression. 


The concert closed with a chorus, "Awaka 


my Soul," by the pupils of tho college, under 
the direction of Prof. Bull, who, as a chorus 
master, has already established a considerable 
reputation. The parts were well taken and 
the hnrmonloB evenly balanced. 


Thus closed tho opening recital of tho now 


year, reflecting great credit upon, the princi- 
pal in her arduous efforts to establish upon a 
flrm and systematic basis, a school for lovers 
and students of the groat art of music.
